The  Sphinx  Atropos  is  a  magnificent  fpecies,  and  is  the  largeft  of 
the  European  infedts  of  its  tribe.  The  charadteriftic  marks  of  this 
creature  are  fingular,  and  that  on  the  thorax  moreefpecially,  as  it  bears 
a  very  ftrong  refemblance  to  the  figure  of  a  human  fkull.  The  latter 
indeed  is  fo  forcibly  depidted,  that  the  occafional  appearance  of  a 
brood  of  thefe  infedts,  in  fome  parts  of  the  country,  has  not  unfre- 
quently  been  deemed  by  the  uninformed  a  prefage  of  approaching 
calamity.  Linnteus  adverts  to  this  ominous  charadter  in  naming  it 
Atropos,  after  one  of  the  three  fates  of  the  heathen  mythology. 

This  fpecies  was  formerly  efteemed  very  fcarce  in  Britain,  and  a 
fpecimen  in  our  pofleflion,  bred  from  a  larva  found  in  England,  was 
once  efteemed  a  confiderable  rarity.  It  has,  however,  during  the 
years  1808  and  1809,  occurred  in  plenty  in  the  larvae  ftate,  though, 
from  the  extreme  care  required  to  rear  them,  few  of  the  perfect  in¬ 
fedts  have  been  produced.  The  greater  number  of  the  larvae  above- 
mentioned  were  dug  up  in  the  gardeners’  grounds  in  the  vicinity  of 
London.

The  Painted  Lady  Butterfly  is  a  local  fpeties,  and  therefore  not 
very  common.  In  fome  feafons,  thefe  Infefts  appear  in  confider- 
able  numbers,  and  then  again  are  not  feen  for  feveral  years.  They 
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were  taken  in  abundance  in  the  fummer  of  1795,  in  many  parts  of 
the  kingdom,  and  particularly  in  Manchefter ;  but  fince  that  time, 
few,  if  any,  have  been  met  with. 

In  point  of  beauty,  this  fpecies  has  an  immediate  claim  to  the  no¬ 
tice  of  Englilh  Entomologifts.  Its  larva  feeds  on  nettles,  thiftles, 
ocks,  and  other  herbage  by  the  Tides  of  ditches,  and  changes  to  the 
pupa  ftate  about  the  middle  or  latter  end  of  July  ;  the  winged  Infedl 
appears  twelve  days  after.

We  have  only  a  traditionary  report  that  Sphinx  Pinaftri  has  been 
fometimes  found  in  Scotland  ;  but  as  it  is  generally  admitted,  on  that 
authority,  to  a  place  in  the  cabinets  of  Englilh  Infedfs,  we  cannot 
refrain  inferting  it  in  the  prefent  work.

Phalaena  Abfinthii  is  certainly  an  elegant  fpecies,  and  particularly 
interefting  as  a  native  of  this  country.  A  few  years  fince  it  was  very 
highly  efteemed  by  colledlojs  of  Englifh  natural  hiflory,  and  at  pre- 
fent  it  holds  a  diftinguilhed  rank  amongft;  the  more  valuable  infefts 
of  our  cabinets.

We  can  fcarcely  conceive  what  motive  induced  Fabricius  to  con¬ 
found  the  Raphidia  Ophiopfis  and  notata  as  one  fpecies  in  his 
laft  work,  after  having  defcribed  both  with  accuracy  in  his  former 
publication  :  it  appears  indeed,  that  his  former  names  were  erroneous, 
and  his  fynonyms  mifapplied  ;  but  it  was  needlefs  to  corredf  one  er¬ 
ror  by  committing  another. 
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The  firll:  fpecies  of  Raphidia  known,  was  figured  in  the  works  of 
Roefel,  Die  Fleine  Landhaelfige.  Lanlibelle  fig .  6.  7.  pi.  21,  it  was 
defcribed  in  the  Fauna  Suecica,  by  Linnaeus,  under  the  fpecific  name 
Ophiopfis  ;  and  again  in  the  Sy/iema  Natura  of  the  fame  author,  with 
a  referenceto  the  only  figure  of  it  then  extant,  that  of  Roefel.  Hence 
it  appears  that  the  true  Raphidia  Ophiopfis  of  Linnaeus,  is  that  figured 
by  this  author.  In  later  editions,  the  works  of  Sulzer,  Schaeffer, 
Geoffroy  and  Scopoli,  were  added  to  the  fynonyms,  but  the  figures 
thus  quoted,  evidently  include  two  fpecies,  one  with  wings  perfectly 
clear,  the  other  having  a  marginal  black  fpot  on  each.  Linnaeus 
feems  to  have  confidered  the  two  as  varieties  of  the  fame  fpecies,  but 
he  is  evidently  miftaken,  for  the  two  fexes  of  both  kinds  are  now 
clearly  afcertained, 

Fabricius  has  followed  Linnaeus  in  his  Species  Infedtorum,  indif- 
criminately  adopting  all  the  fynonyms,  and  thereby  confounding  every 
figure  of  the  two  Raphidiae  that  they  have  been  noticed  by  au¬ 
thors  on  European  Infedls,  under  the  name  of  Ophiopfis.  And  after 
this  he  defcribes  that  very  fpecies  which  has  fpots  on  the  wings  as  a 
new  and  unfigured  kind,  under  the  name  of  notata-,  “  Thorace  cy- 
lindrico  alis  macula  marginali  fufca.  Habitat  in  Anglia.”  Had  he 
referred  to  the  volumes  of  Roefel,  he  mull  have  known  that  his  notata 
was  the  Linnaean  Ophiopfis,  and  it  either  Infefil  was  new,  it  mull 
certainly  be  that  deftitute  of  fpots. 

Gmelin  in  his  Syftema  Naturae  perpetuates  the  fame  error  ;  he 
follows  the  Species  Infedtorum  of  Fabricius,  and  gives  the  charadfers 
thus:  “  R.  Ophiopfis  alis  immaculatis.  Fab."  &  “  R.  notata, 
“  alis  macula  marginali  fufca.  Fab."  but  whilll  the  works  of  Gmelin 
are  preparing  for  publication,  Fabricius  alters  his  opinion;  and  in  the 
lafl:  work.  Syjl.  Ent.  confidering  them  as  mere  varieties,  abolilhes  the 
former  fpecific  charadters,  and  obferves  only  there  is  no  difference 
between  his  former  fpecies  “  Raphidia  notata,  nullo  modo  diftindta.” 
Fab.  Ent .  Syji.  T.  2.  p.  99. 
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As  we  have  all  the  fpecies  defcribed  by  thofe  authors  before  us, 
we  fhall  endeavour  to  reltore  them  to  order,  and  that  by  retaining 
the  former  defcriptions  of  Fabricius,  changing  the  names,  and  di¬ 
viding  the  fynonyms,  for  both  are  fufficicntly  chara£teriflic  ;  that 
with  marginal  fpots  is  figured  by  Roefel,  Schaeffer  and  Scopoli,  and 
the  immaculate  or  clear-winged  kind  by  Geoffroy  and  Sulzer.  The 
firft  we  deem  the  true  R.  Ophiopfis,  and  the  latter  as  a  diftinft  infe£l» 
which  may  be  called  with  propriety  the  Raphidia  immaculata. 

Both  fpecies  of  this  fingular  creature  are  extremely  rare.  Geoffroy, 
fpeaking  of  the  unfpotted  kind,  fays  he  never  found  it  but  twice* 
and  then  in  woods  *.  The  larva  is  unknown  ;  in  the  pupa  flate  it  is 
furpifhed  with  legs,  and  runs  faff.

This  beautiful  little  fpecies  may  be  eafily  confounded  with  the 
Sphinx  Filiptndula,  figured  in  the  fixth  plate  of  this  work  ;  its  ge¬ 
neral  refemblance  is  ftriking,  and  it  differs  chiefly  in  the  number  of 
red  fpots  that  adorn  the  fuperior  wings.  Sphinx  Filipendula  has  in¬ 
variably  fix  fpots  on  each  wing,  and  the  latter  as  conftantly  only  five. 

Some 
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Some  readers  may  be  inclined  to  deem  it  a  mere  variety  of  the 
former,  from  its  general  appearance,  but  it  will  be  perceived  by  the 
fynonyms  quoted  above,  that  feveral  of  the  continental  writers  on 
this  fubje£t  admit  it  as  a  dillinft  fpecies. 

It  is  rare  in  this  country,  and  the  larva  unknown,  or  at  leafl;  is 
undefcribed.

Linnaeus  defcribed  the  two  fexes  of  this  Butterfly  as  diftinft  Species 
under  the  names  of  Janira  and  Jumna.  Tne  firft  is  the  male  and 
the  latter  the  female  infedt. 
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The  larva  is  hairy,  green,  with  a  lateral  white  line  and  bifid  tail, 
and  feeds  on  grafs.  It  is  very  common  in  the  winged  ftate,  fre¬ 
quenting  meadows,  &c.  whence  it  is  called  the  Meadow  Brown 
Butterfly,

This  infeft  mull;  not  be  confounded  with  the  Papilio  Idas  of  Lin¬ 
naeus.  The  Linnaean  P.  Idas  is  evidently  the  female  of  P.  Argus,  a 
circumftance  unknown  to  that  author,  who  confiders  them  as  a  dif- 
tinft  fpecies  from  their  very  diffimilar  appearance.  In  one  fex  the 
upper  furface  is  brown,  and  in  the  other  a  fine  blue  ;  this  is  not, 
however,  peculiar  to  the  P.  Argus,  for  feveral  of  the  Papilio  tribe 
known  amongft  Englifh  collectors  by  the  trivial  name  Blues  differ  in 
the  fame  manner. 

We  fufpedt  that  our  Infedt  has  not  been  aefcribed  by  any  author  ; 
it  is  certainly  unnoticed  by  Fabricius  in  his  lafl  Syflem  of  Entomo¬ 
logy,  and  the  fpecific  name  Idas  omitted.  This  name  is  therefore 
preferred  for  our  Infect,  which  fcems  to  approach  nearer  to  the  female 
Argus  defcribed  by  Linnaeus  as  Idas,  than  to  any  other.  Found  in

Fabricius  defcribes  this  fpecies  from  a  fpecimen  in  the  cabinet  of 
Sir  J.  Banks,  and  notes  its  habitat  England.  From  this  circurnflance 
we  may  infer  that  it  is  not  common  in  other  countries,  though  we 
are  certain  it  is  a  native  of  Denmark  and  Germany.

In  the  defcription  of  Phalaena  Nupta,  we  have  offered  fome  re¬ 
marks  on  the  Sponfa,  Nupta,  and  Paffa  of  Linnaeus  and  Fabricius  ; 
^nd  have  only  to  add  in  this  place,  that  an  accurate  figure  of  P.  Pafita 
is  given  in  Fuef.  Archiv.  tab.  1  b.fig.3.  This  figure  is  fmaller  than 
the  fpecies  found  in  Great  Britain,  and  in  particular  has  the  upper 
furface  of  the  abdomen  crimfon,  as  authors  have  defcribed  it. 
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The  Synonyms  of  the  three  fpecies,  as  they  Hand  in  the  works  of 
Linnaeus  and  Fabricius,  are  very  in  correct.  We  venture  to  retain 
that  to  Roefel’s  plate,  vol.  4.  t.  19.  in  which  the  larva  we  have 
figured  is  given.
